April 15.—A murder waa 
discovered, according to the police, by 
the finding of the body of a man, ap- 
parently an Italian, in a barrel In 
East Eleventh street near the docks. 
The man s throat was cut from ear 
to ear. 
The body was warm when 
found, and thô work of ferreting out 
the supposeQ crime waa 
begun 
at 
once by detectives. 


A scrub woman noticed the barrel 
on the sidewalk, and ahe aaw hanging 
On It a man's coat soaked with blood. 
She informed tCe police. 
The first 
and the only clew found during sev- 
eral hours' search waa the letter» "W. 
T." painted on the bottom of the bar- 
rel, but the police think these lettora 
Will aid them a good deal in revealing 
the mystery. 


It is supposed that somebody in- 
tended to throw the body Into the 
river, aftei' bringing it there In a 
wagQn. but found the pier at East 
Eleventh street closed and dropped 
the load in the street in a hurry fear- 
ing discovery. 


The well-kept condition of the hands 
and nails ot the dead man indicated 
that he was not a laborer. The police 
say that he wore expensive shoes and 
may have been in good circumstances. 
The pcaioe ':liscovered the address No. 
866 Third avenue written In pencil 
on the bottom of the barrel, and in 
the coat pocket Of the dead man a 
bit of paper bearing the words in 
Italian translated as ''Come, come In 
a hurry." The police believe thia waa 
a part of a decoy letter. 


A stnall perfumed woman's hand- 
kerchief was found in the barrel. 


As No. 366 Third avenue is a fur- 
nished room house, tho proprietor. Al- 
bert Voecks, was taken to tae police 
station, but said he had never seen 
the barrel or the body before. Of 2Û0 
Italians summoned to the police sta- 
tion, none has been able, to Identify 
the body. 


Coroner's Physician Albert T. Wes- 
ton. who performed an autopsy on the 
body of the muriiered man, said that 
he 
had 
found IS additional 
stab 
wounds in the neck, besidea the two 
deep gashes that had severed the Jugu- 
lar vein, thereby causing death. 
The 
wounds newly discovered consisted of 
12 on the left side of the neck and six 
on the right 
Some of them were 
hardly more than 
scratches, while 
others were from a quarter to a half 
inch deop. 
All the wounda were In- 
flicted with a dagger. 


The physician said that the autopsy 
revealed no evidence that there had 
been a struggle at the time the man 
was killed. 
He advancod the theory 
that the mnn had b^en held so that ho 
could not m-'ive, while his assailants, 
in order to force hfcn to tell something 
they wanted to know, tortured him by 
making slight wounds in his neck.

Althouish final decision on the pro- 
posed unification of thé two publieh- 
ing institutions cfinnot be had until 
the general conference shall meet in 
Its regular session at toa Angeles, 
Cal., in May, 1«04, it is the general 
impression that the consolidation will 
be efiected. 
It is calculated that an 
annual saving of 1100.000 can be af- 
fected by combining the fferporationa.

There are 15 shell holes In the hull 
of the Rolna Chrlatlna.one made by an 
eight-inch shell and the others small. 
The main injection valve is missing, 
showing the ship was scuttled when 
Admiral î^ontejo abandoned her. The 
hull is in fair condition.

New York. April 15.—A murder waa 
discovered, according to the police, by 
the finding of the body of a man, ap­ 
parently an Italian, in a barrel in 
East Eleventh street near the docks. 
The man*s throat was cut from ear 
to ear. 
The body waa warm when 
found, and thè work of ferreting out 
the supposed crime was begun at 
once by detectives. 
A scrub woman noticed the barrel 
on the sidewalk, and she aaw hanging 
i)n It a man’s coat soaked with blood. 
She informed tCe police. 
The first 
knd the only clew found during sev­ 
eral hours* search waa the letters **W. 
T.*' painted on the bottom of the bar­ 
rel, but the police think these lettera 
Will aid them a good deal in revealing 
the mystery. 
It is supposed that somebody in­ 
tended to throw the body into the 
river, after bringing it there in a 
wagQn, but found the pier at East 
Eleventh street closed and dropped 
the load in the street in a hurry fear­ 
ing discovery. 
The well-kept condition of the hands 
and nails of the dead man indicated 
that he was not a laborer. The police 
Say that he wore expensive shoes and 
may have been In good circumstances. 
The ptaioe di.scovered the address No. 
866 Third avenue written in pencil 
on the bottom of the barrel, and in 
the coat pocket of the dead man a 
bit of paper bearing the words in 
Italian translated as ‘‘Come, come in 
a hurry.” The police believe this waa 
a part of a decoy letter. 
A sinall perfumed woman’s hsuid- 
kerchief was found in the barrel. 
As No. 3G6 Third avenue is a fur­ 
nished room house, the proprietor, Al­ 
bert Voecks, was taken to tae police 
statiorv, but said he had never seen 
the barrel or the body before. Of 2Û0 
Italians summoned to the police sta­ 
tion, none has been able, to identify 
the body. 
Coroner's Physician Albert T. Wes­ 
ton, who performed an autopsy on the 
body of the muriiered man, said that 
he 
had 
found 18 additional 
stab 
wounds in the nerk^ besides the two 
deep gashes that had severed the Jugu­ 
lar vein, thereby causing death. The 
wounds newly discovered consisted of 
12 on the left side of the neck and six 
on the right 
Some of them were 
hardly more than 
scratches, while 
others were from a quart'^r to a half 
inch deep. 
All the wound» were in­ 
flicted with a dagger. 
The physician said that the autopsy 
revealed no evidence that there had 
been a struggle at the time the man 
was killed. 
He advanced the theory 
that the man had bnen held so that he 
could not move, while his assailants, 
in order to force h|hi to tell something 
they wanted to know, tortured him by 
making slight wounds in his neck.

Permissible Recreations 


and Amusements 


By Hamilton W. Mable, Autbor and Critic. 


LAY is as much a man's duty as work. Our taste for play 
and the intelligent selection of proper forms of recreation 
have never been sufficiently developed^ 


Many people play too much and unintelllgently, other« 
give no thought to recreation and do their work Jn an Inferior 
way because they lose the freshness that pliiy brings. Work 
and play should never be separated; and this is pArtlcularly 
true in the higher forms of work, where play is absolutely 
essential. For example. In art there Js a necessity for the 
spontaneity of play. Tho suggestion of toil instantly destroys the art quality. 


I believo In ^ 
amusements that the rational, morally wholesome and 
civilized man caif^njoy. But I do not believe in any kind of amusement Jn 
excess. It Js a mistake for a man to give np his work and devote his time 
to golf, or so to overdo with the wheel as to strain the heart 


It seems dlfllcult for the American to carry moderation Into his work or 
his play, 
»ioderatlon in recreation is as'essential as moderation In work. 
Everything should bo done in reason. 


Again, that recreation is best which takes one further from his routine 
and active life. Tho studeht, the man of sedentary occupation ought to put 
emphasis on out-of-door recreation. 
lie needs more tivimping, more horse- 
back riding and less theatre than tho man whoso vocation takes him con- 
stantly out of doors. Every man's life needs all tlie variety he can possibly 
crowd into It The serious man needs to read novels, and go to the theatre; 
that Is, provided ho reads good stories and sees good plays. 


Half of tho mistakes of tho reformers, tho philanthropists and the ethical 
tcachers arise from their lack of perspective. They are too much interested In 
one field. All followers of earnest pursuits especially need recreation. ,We 
«11 ought to cultivate the sense and use of humor properly to balance life. 


A great many admirable people make serious blunders because they are 
constantly at work and never at play. The man of narrow and Intense inter- 
ests Is the man of all others who needs to look over the wall. 


All wholesome, normal forms of recreation ought to be recognized and 
made legitimate. This is the first step toward making recreation rational and 
clean. 


It is a significant fact that so many of tho great organizers of business en- 
terprises and leaders of gigantic Interests at tho present time take long vaca- 
tions and make time for their recreation. They have discovered that tremendous 
activity Js destructive unless tho strain Js constantly relieved by Intervals of 
play. The colossal workers of to-day almost without exception are men who 
pursue some form of recreation as earnestly and methodically as they push 
their work to completion. 


And it Js not too much to say that tho great financial men of the future, 
the great organizers, the studenis, and tho leaders Jn tho professions will by 
necessity be great devotees of some form of recreation.

American museum of natural history 
was cut from one of these trees at a 
height of 20 feet, Is a little more than 
18 feet In diameter, and Its concentric 
rings show that it began its "growth 
in 550 A. D.. the tree reaching a di- 
ameter of 13 feet at Columbus land- 
ing. 


The observations of Mr.'Vaughan on 
the coast of the Gulf of Mexico, south 
of Tallahassee, Fla., show that tbe 
coast In that vicinity has been per- 
fectly elevated in very recent times.

The artistic execution of tne carving 
is excellent and shows very high skill 
Curiously enough the carvings are of 
Interest to zoologists as they exhibit 
animals long since extinct In Egypt— 
the harteDeest, etc. The warriors are 
bearded and are ^ armed with bows, 
with arows feathered on two sides, 
with spears, javelins, double-heaaed 
axes and with weapons like bomer- 
angs.

work.

A heavy 
chest of papers and securities taken 
from the strong room arrived at the 
bank with a letter, complaining that 
the directors had set the police upon 
the writer, and that he had, there- 
fore, not appeared as promised, but 
to prove that he was neither a thief 
nor a fool he sent a chest of papers 
he had taken from the bank. 
Let a 
few gentlemen be alone In the room 
and he would join them at midnight, 
said the writer, and to cut short a 
long and strange chapter of bank his- 
tory, a man with a dark lantern burst 
Into the strong room of the bank at 
midnight after calling from behind 
the Btone walls for the directors to 
put out the lights. He was one of a 
strange class of men who gained a 
living by searching the 
sewers at 
night, and through an opening from 
a sewer he had found his way into 
the richest room in the world.—St.

When Boston Harbor Froie. 


Boston Harbor froze over in January 
of 1844, and the advertised sailing of 
the Britannia, then in dock, seemed' 
surely to be impossible. But the mer- 
chants of Boston would not have It 
so. 
They met and voted to cut a 
way, at their own expense, through the 
ice, that the steamer might sail prac- 
tically on time. The contract for cut- 
ting the necessary channels was given 
to merchants engaged, like Frederick 
Tudor, in the export of Ice—not from 
the harbor. 
Their task was to cut, 
within the space of three days a chan- 
nel about ten miles long. 
For tools 
they had the best machinery used In 
cutting fresh-water 
ice, and 
horse 
power was employed. 
The ice was 
from six to twelve inches in thickness. 
As the Advertiser of February 2, 1844, 
described the scene: "A great many 
persons have been attracted to our 
wharves to witness the operations and 
the curious spectacle of the whole har- 
bor frozen over, and the ice has been 
covered by skaters, sleds and even 
sleighs. Tents and booths were erected 
upon the ice, and some parts of the 
harbor bore the appearance of a Rus- 
sian holiday scene." On February 3 
the work was done, and the Britannia, 
steaming slowly through the lane of 
open water, lined on either side by 
thousands of cheering spectators, made 
her way to the sea. 
Whatever the 
New York critics may have thought, 
the English managers of the company 
must have felt that the people of Bos- 
ton were good friends to have.—At»

Steering Big Siblps» 


Marvelous progress has been made 
in marine architecture and equipment 
within the past few years. There was 
a time when the wheel-house of a big 
ocean steamer contained eight stalwart 
men, who In rough weather would find 
it almost a herculean task to manage 
the wheel. 


Nowadays the light touch of an in« 
fanfs ^and upon the wheel is of suf- 
ficient power to turn a vessel complete» 
ly around. Huge boats are steered by 
a steam apparatus which is as quick 
and effective as the touch upon th> piw

Texas oil is already making itself 
felt In Europe, where liquid fuel for 
vessels, particularly those engaged in 
the Asiatic trade, is making rapid 
strides. Tankage is to be provided in 
the harbor of Copenhagen for the ac* 
commodation of several such vessels 
DOW building. 


All the locomotive works M America 
are at present taxed to their utmost 
capacity with orders, and most of them 
are refusing commissions, except for 
remote delivery. 
Some of the rail- 
roads are in such dire straits that they 
are offering premiums, sometimes as 
much as a thousand dollars for en- 
gines to be delivered In the near fu- 
ture. The builders are not getting the 
advantage of these offers, but the com- 
panies which have ordered the engines, 
but those necessities are not so great 
as those of some other company. 


The positive Identlflcatlon of a hand- 
some diamond in an elaborate setting 
Is often a matter of difficulty. Rosen- 
heim, a foreign inveatigator, has re- 
cently devised an easy and positive 
method of distinguishing 
diamonds 
from glass, paste or any other precious 
stone, such as ruby, emerald, zircon, 
topaz, opal, etc. The precious stone Is 
taken into a darkened room, with a 
rod of bismuth coated with the new 
radio-active element, polonium. Under 
these conditions diamonds 
and no 
other substances, emit rays which act 
on a photographic plate. 


The

agency has been found to be very valu- 
able, especially when there is any real- 
ly good object to promote. One of the 
first Instances of such utilization of 
the biograph was by a Canadian rail- 
way in an endeavor to arouse Inter- 
est in an "All British" route to the 
East. The moving photographs of the 
canyons and mountains were shown 
to Illustrate the stupendous engineer- 
ing difficulties to be encountered, and, 
on the other hand, the panoramic 
views of farm lands and 
logging 
scenes showed the promising commer- 
cial possibilities of the country to be 
traversed. 


It Is known that typhoid bacillus 
produces little or no toxin in artificial 
cultivation, and all attempts to ob- 
tain a typhoid antitoxin have hitherto 
proved failures. 
Chantemesse, how- 
ever, by growing the typhoid bacillus 
in a special culture medium prepared 
from spleen and bone marrow, claims 
to have obtained a toxin with which he 
has been able to immunize horses 
and to prepare a typhoid antitoxin. Of 
179 cases treated with the latter, seven 
died, a case-mortality of only 3.7 per 
cent, whereas of 1192 cases treated 
during 
the same period on general 
principles, 286 died, a case mortality 
of 19.3 per cent.

Observations made in France, by M. 
Tripet, regarding the variations in the 
activity of reduction of oxyhaemo- 
globin In the cause of a balloon ascent, 
at an altitude of 5000 metres, met with 
the following results, with the three 
subjects used: At great altitudes, the 
duration of reduction of the oxyha- 
emoglobin diminishes to less than one- 
half of the normal time of reduction, 
this dimlnuatlon in the balloon in the 
absence of all fatigue being nearly in* 
iBtantaneous. In all three subjects the 
proportion 
of 
oxyhaemoglobln 
in- 
creased with the height. As the bal* 
loon approached the earth the converse 
phenomena were noted, but the re- 
turn to the normal was slow and was 
not completed on arriving at the sur- 
face of the earth. The results of ob* 
servations on the arterial blood pres- 
sure at varying heights was also noted.

A wonderful mountain railway is be- 
ing constructed at present in the Tyrol, 
and when completed next summer it 
will be the steepest line in the world» 
The railway, which will be two and 
a half kilometers in length, will join 
the village of Kaltern to the summit of 
the Col de Mendel at a height of 2550 
feet. This distance will be covered in 
exactly twenty-seven minutes, while 
by road it takes four hours to reach 
the top. The force is electricity, and 
the cog (middle) rail system has been 
employed. The maximum grade Is 64 
In 100, surpassing that of the Stanser- 
horn line, which formerly held the Bu» 
xcpean record.
